DX News and Notes, MARCH 2014

DX NOTES.... 


Last month, it was all about the Amsterdam Island DXpedition. All | can say is what a well planned 
and executed operation. It was obvious they did their home work prior to ever setting foot and the 
boat. Great operators, disciplined and with tremendous ears, were able to quickly pick out individual 
signals from the pileups. They went QRT about a day early to try and get to sea before a major storm 
moved in on the island and are now bobbing their way back toward Perth, Western Australia on the 
ship Braveheart. Also the support staff deserves mention as well. Up to date info was posted on the 
FT5ZM web page and on line logs that were updated daily. And within hours of their departure from 
Amsterdam the OQRS system was activated on Clublog. In all they made more than 170K QSO’s 
and for the most part the group received a hearty well done from most DX’ers. As always, no matter 
how well things go, there are always the grumblers who can find something to complain about. They 
seem to come with the frequency police and the ‘up, up, up’ police. 


This month we have the Mellish Reef operation to look forward to. Not ranked on the wanted list as 
high as Amsterdam Island was, this operation probably won’t generate the same interest level but will 
still attract many DX callers. The last operation from there was in 2009 when the 2 man VK9GMW 
team spent 10+ days there and made 20,000+ contacts. However about 50% of that total was on the 
low bands and so many may still need this one on the higher frequencies. The VK9MT team will be 
composed of 12 operators from the EU, NA and VK areas. The team plans to depart Mackay, 
Australia on the 25 of March and arrive on the reef on the 28th with operations commencing late on 
the 28th or early March 29. They will operate all bands 160M through 10M (60M excepted). 
Operations will cease sometime on the 9th of April and they will depart the reef late on that day. 
Mellish Reef lies 1100 KM NNW of Brisbane and is large, as reefs go, 3 KM by 10KM. There is one 
small islet (Herald-Beacon Islet) that is above all high tide levels and is about the size of 4 football 
fields. There have been 6 previous activations starting in 1972. The crew might be in for a less than 
cordial welcome however. It is noted that the indigenous population include many species of sea 
birds and high concentrations of sand flies, sand fleas, hermit crabs and lice. Sounds like it may be a 
test of will to get a good nights’ sleep, eh? 


One further note of interest | would like to mention. The much anticipated Heard Island (VKO) 
operation originally scheduled for early this year and recently postponed to early 2015, has now been 
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set back even further to early 2016. Transportation cost issues, environmental permitting, the need to 
join a simultaneous scientific expedition to further reduce costs, all joining to cause the delays. Now 
they believe all major hurdles have been overcome and the 2016 dates will hold. Let’s keep our 
fingers crossed on this one as Heard ranks in the top 10 of nearly every most wanted list. 


DX NEWS..... 


UGANDA, 5X. Alan, G3XAQ will be QRV as 5X1XA from Kampala from February 25 to March 16. 
Activity is on the HF bands using only CW. This includes an entry in the upcoming BERU contest. 
QSL via G3SWH. 

MALDIVES, 8Q. Kasimir, DL2SBY is QRV as 8Q7KB from Fihahohi Island, IOTAAS-013, until 
February 24. Activity is on 20 to 10 meters and possibly 30, 17 and 12 meters, using CW and SSB. 
QSL to home call. 

TONGA, A3. Klaus, DK1AX and Heidi, DK1MA will be QRV as A35AX from Tongatapu Island, IOTA 
OC-049, and from Vava'u Island, IOTA OC-064, from February 24 to March 7. Activity is holiday style 
on the HF bands using CW, SSB and RTTY. QSL via operator's instructions. 

NEW CALEDONIA, FK. Kazu, JA1IST will be QRV as FK/JA1IST from Noumea, IOTA OC-032, from 
February 25 to March 1. Activity will be holiday style on the HF bands. QSL to home call. 

REUNION ISLAND, FR. Guy, FSMNW, will once again be active as FR/F5MNW from Saint Leu 
between March 16th and April 8th.Activity will be on the HF bands using only CW. QSL via his home 
callsign, direct or by the Bureau. 

SO, WESTERN SAHARA, SO. The "DX-World.net" is reporting that Dom, 3Z9DX (ex-SQ9KWW), is planning 


activity from the Western Sahara territory as SO/3Z9DX sometime in mid-March for one week (exact dates 
TBA). Activity will be on 40-10 meters SSB only. QSL via his home callsign. 


PALAU, T8. Bodo, DF8DxX, will be active as T88QX from Palau (OC-009) between April 8-15th. Activity will be 
on 40-10 meters using CW, with some SSB also possible. QSL via DF8DX, by the Bureau or direct. Upload on 
the LoTW will be after the DXpedition. No eQSL. 


GREECE, SV. A large group of operators will be QRV as SX1AA in the CQ 160 Meter SSB contest. 
QSL direct to SV1CNS. 

ANTIGUA AND BARBUDA, V2. Operators Babs, DL7AFS and Lot, DJ7ZG will be QRV as V21ZG 
from the Villa Sundowners near Pottery Village on Antigua beginning February 26 and active for four 
weeks. Activity will be holiday style on the HF bands using SSB, RTTY and PSK and possibly SSTV. 
QSL via DL7AFS. 

MARSHALL ISLANDS, V7. Bob, N6MW plans to be QRV as V73MW from Majuro Island, IOTA 
OC-029, from February 25 to March 4. Activity will be mainly on 160, 80, 20 and possibly 17 meters 
using CW, SSB and RTTY. QSL via MOURX. 

MELLISH REEF, VK9. See the DX NOTES above. 

NORFOLK ISLAND, VK/N and CHRISTMAS ILAND, T32. Tim, NL8F, informs OPDxX that "it's time for 
my March trip" and he is heading down-under to "OZ" -- Queensland, Austra- lia, on March 6th. From 
there he will then head to Frasier Island (OC-142) for a few days (4-5) and be active as VK4/NL8F/p. 
He will then go to Norfolk Island (OC-005) to be active as VKONF (if WIA gets paper work done on 
time, if not VAON/NL8F) between March 15-22nd. He thinks his activity will be mostly on the Digital 
modes. Next, Tim will head back to Christmas Island (OC-024) and be active once again as T32TM, 
between March 25th and April 2nd, mostly for the CQWW WPX SSB Contest (March 29-30th). After 
his T32TM operation, Tim will travel to the Visalia, California, for the International DX Convention 
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before heading back to Alaska on April 6th. As usual, QSL via K8NA his QSL manager for all his 
operations. 


CAMBODIA, XU. John, KFORQ will be QRV as XU7ACQ from Phnom Penh from February 25 to 
March 21 while on a family visit. Activity will be on 40 to 10 meters using SSB and digital modes. 
QSL to home call. 

LAOS, XW. Remember to look for Champ, E21EIC, in the CQWW WPX SSB Contest (March 29-30th) as a 
Single-Op/All-Band/Low-Power entry. Activity outside of the contests will be on 160-6 meters, with the focus on 
17m, using modes CW, SSB and RTTY. He prefers QSL requests via ClubLog's OQRS, as well as direct or by 
the Bureau via E21EIC. Champ will upload the log to LoTW after his trip. 


ASCENSION ISLAND, ZD8. Werner, DJ9KH will be QRV as ZD8D from February 24 to March 11. 
Activity will be holiday style mainly on 160 to 40 meters, and possibly 60 and 6 meters, using CW. 
This includes an entry in the upcoming ARRL International DX CW contest. QSL via DLOHO.
